It finds an echo in the view expressed by 
George T. Hi^ghes, one of the leading financial 
w riters of the country , w ho suggests that to ter­ 
m inate spending abruptly is to invite im m ediate 
deflation, which in practical term s m eans adding 
to unem ploy m ent, to retarding production and to 
business stagnation. In expressing his opinion Mr. 
Hughes in some detail sets forth he recognizes 
businessm en w ill disagree w ith him. And y et he 
recalls that in the late m onths of 1936 recovery

could be reduced greatly . The results were imm e­ 
diate. More than a million families w ere made 
destitute in a few week s, and the course of the 
economic chart reversed itself from an upw ard 
trend to lower levels. Mr. Hughes is of the opinion 
that the same thing is lik ely to happen again 
unless congress recognizes that

of 
spending shorn of all of its sentim ental consid­ 
erations m eans deflation. 
That view is presented even more forcefully by 
a group of seven economists in H arvard and an­ 
other eastern university , who go the full road and 
to the other extrem e of advocating a perm anent 
relief program of gigantic proportions for the sole 
purpose of developing a perm anent national policy 
of heavy governm ental spending. 
So there is no common agreem ent among those 
w’hose business it is to k now w hat there is to

about 
economics. 
There 
is 
no common 
ground for the financial w riters. The only unity 
of opinion which prevails is in business and in­ 
dustry , which has convinced itself, rightly or 
wrongly that the one factor delay ing recovery is 
the heavy levy made upon private industry to 
support governm ental spending. W ith few excep­ 
tions the spok esmen for business and industry as­ 
sert w ithout reservation tha t national recovery 
would be helped im m easurably by a big reduction 
in the program of governm ent spending. N either 
the economists nor the spok esmen for business 
and industry have been invulnerable in their 
judgm ents. They have been proved w rong so often 
that the public no longer follows them to the 
degree and in the same fashion it previously did. 
And probably that will be the outcome of this 
im pending battle with congress over the issue of 
relief. .There is little lik elihood either extrem e 
w ill be adopted by the m em bers of congress in 
the m atter of relief. Congress is too coy and too 
w ary to be caught in that jam . It m anaged to 
side-step and to escape a few y ears back but in 
its dem and for greater authority over relief and 
for the right to draw its own legislation on that 
subject, it is acting upon its own responsibility 
now and exercising its own discretion. M any of its 
m em bers, including high rank ing dem ocrats in 
both the house and the senate, have been out of 
step with the W hite House. It was in the position 
w here it could criticize and w here it could point 
its finger at Mr. Roc^evelt. From here on in it 
appears congress will be responsible solely for 
w hat is done. And the first fact which m ust im­ 
press its m em bers is that in look ing to the ex­ 
perts for counsel all that it will be able to find 
and all that it can expect reasonably is disagree­ 
m ent. That w ill not tend to strengthen its confi­ 
dence in its own conception of relief. It is discon­ 
certing to be w arned in advance that to do w hat 
m any of its leaders and its mem bers w ant to do 
invites serious consequences.

IN WAR ON DISEASE 
Drugs w hich were the oldest; 
rem edies 
in medicine, 
certainly 
the most w idely used of ail meas-1 
ures in treatm ent, still are the 
subject of active research. New | 
ones are being discovered and new i 
facts about old ones are being dis 
- 1 
covered all the time. 
| 
In going over the advances in' 
m edicine in the last y ear I find of i 
the ones that I w ant to bring to 
I 
the attention of my auvlience, three 
of them concern the actions of new 
drugs. 
Y esterday I described sulfanili- 
mide, the w onderful blood antisep­ 
tic. 'Today I wish to tak e up two 
other drugs. During the last y ear 
the action of these drugs has been 
shown to be very effective. Their 
usefulness is not as great as sul- 
fanilim ide because they cannot be 
applied to as m any different k inds | 
of cases. 
i 
M etrazol is the first. This re-, 
m ark able rem edy has been applied 
to a great m any cases of insanity 
w ith rem ark able results. 
Saw Its Action. 
I 
recently 
visited 
a 
hospital

w here it w as being used and sawj 
its action w ith my own ey es. The! 
action of the drug is to throw the 
patient into a convulsion, followed I 
by a period of stupor. He comes 
i 
out of this condition often much!

It is as if a car w ere scraping along 
on its gears and the driver could 
not find the clutch pedal, and!

One patient I saw, a y oung man, 
w ho k ept his ey es closed all the 
tim e, would answ er no questions, 
w ould not eat, would not respond 
to any coaxing. A fter three or four 
doses of m etrazol, he brightened 
up, talk ed readily , ate w ithout be­ 
ing urged, w ent to church and be­ 
gan to tak e an interest in the outer 
w orld. 
It is also used in cases of de­ 
pression and melancholia. 
The other new drug w hich has 
been proved of value is nicotinic 
acid. This has been found to be a 
cure for pellagra. Pellagra is an 
unfam iliar and rare disease in the 
northern part of America although 
quite common in the south. It is 
due to m alnutrition of some k ind, 
although the exact food 
factor 
w hich is lack ing is not k nown. In 
southern states it appears in the 
econom ically handicapped fam ilies 
who live on salt meat, corn bread 
and molasses almost as an exclu­ 
sive diet. 
It causes a scruffiness of the 
hands and feet, sore tongue and 
intestinal disturbances. It has been 
thought that lack of vitam in G in 
the diet was the cause, but the 
substitution of vitam in G does not 
cure the disease. Nicotinic acid 
does. 
In general practice its greatest 
usefulness has been in the trea t­ 
m ent of alcoholics, food faddists 
and dy speptics who have devel­ 
oped pellagra as a result of their 
lim ited diet. Here it acts w ith m ar­ 
velous rapidity and effectiveness.
